Disastrous Wreck 6n the 
Elevated Road in New Tork 


People Jump From Cars 
and are Dashed to Death 


CARS RUN OFF TRACK AND 


INTO THE STRE 


Forty Passengers Said to Have Been 


Wounded in the Disaster—Many 


Narrow Escapes Are 


Reported. 


NEW YORK, September 11.—Eleven persons were killed and 


more than forty injured when the second car of a Ninth avenue ele- 
vated train jumped the track and fell from the'structure to the street 
at the junction of the Sixth avenue and Ninth avenue lines at Fifty- 
third street and Ninth avenue at 7 a. m. today. The car, the seats, 
aisles and platforms of which were thickly packed with humanity, 
was turned bottom side up, its roof torn off and it was stood on 
end in the street. The heavy truck of another car fell upon it, 
crushing out the lives of the passengers. 


The tiain was a southbound Ninth avenue train and should 


have continued on the straight track in order to be switched to the 
curve, by which Sixth,avenue trains proceed on Fifty-thud street 
from Ninth avenue. A Sixth avenue train had just passed and the 
switch lever was open. 


Owing to this open switch the first car of the Ninth avenue 


train took the switch, just barely staying on the rails and turned 
into Fifty-third street instead of going down Ninth avenue. 
SWITCHMAN'S AWFUL BLUNDER. 


The switchman, it is alleged, when he saw his blunder, turned 


the switch back again as if to send the tram on the straight track 
down Ninth a\enue. As soon as this was done the train was 
wrecked. The second car got around the tuin, but the third car, 
owing to the sw itch change, was thrown off the track. 


It fell into the street, turning over and landing upside down. 
Ihe fourth car and fifth car also left the rails, but did not fall 


to the street. The fourth car struck with terrific force against the 
building at the southwest corner oE Ninth avenue and rested against 
the fire escape. 


This building is owned by Mrs Crowe, whose family were at 


breakfast. Ihe passengers in the fourth and fifth cars were able 
to save themselves and to get to the street m safety by climbing 
through the windows of Mrs Crowe's apartment from the fire escape 
against which the fourth car rested. 
POLICEMAN'S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Policeman Edward Moran, who was injured, was standing be- 


neath the structure when the accident happened. He leaped when 
he heard the crash overhead and escaped death. 


"I turned around and saw the car coming to the street,'' he said. 


"It fell with a crash on its forward end. The bottom cracked and 
the sides slm creel and opened out. The people were jammed for- 
ward holding to the straps and mixed up together. 


"When the side broke out they were scattered all over the 


street. These w ere the lucky ones. Those who could not|get out 
were the worst injured. 


"I saw there was a \\ful work ahead so I ran to Fifty-first street 


and turned in an alarm. Then I sent in a call for all the ambulances 
and asked for police reserves. 


"As I ran back I called for help from wagons of all sorts When 


I got back the street was strewn with injured people. We lifted 
them into grocery wagons, trucks, anything handy and hurried them 
to Roosevelt Hospital. Many of them weie women. They had 
fainted and it looked as if nearly all were dead 


"When the firemen came they began dragging people out of the 


car. The further down they got into the mass of humanity the 
slower the work became and the more serious were the wounds of 
those rescued. 


"Finally axes had to be used to get the people from under the 


wreck. 


"At that stage they began to pull out the dead." 


EXCITEMENT ON CARS INTENSE. 


The excitement among those in the derailed cars on the struc- 


ture as they realized what had happened became intense 
In the 


forward car the men, deeming the motDrman responsible for the 
wreck, attacked him and tried to beat him. He was dragged from 
his seat, but shouted for fair play and convinced the crowd that it 
was a switchman and not he that was responsible. 
CORONER AT WORK ON CASE. 


Coroner Scholer, who was early on the scene, says that the 


dead will be at least eleven or more. The injured will number 25 to 
40. Coroner Scholer has caused the arrest of J. W. Johnson, the 
conductor of the tram; Timothy Higginson, J. M. McDavitt, W. L. 
Berry and D. Clark, the four guards, Motorman Paul Kelly, ad- 
dress unknown and C. A. Jackson, the switchman on duty at Fifry- 
third street and Ninth avenue, have disappeared the police say, and 
cannot be found. 
DUE TO NEGLECT OF SWITCHMAN. 


Coroner Scholer held an impromptu inquiry into the 'cause of 


the wreck as soon as he could get the train crew into a drug store 
near by.

WILL STAND BY 


THE PEOPLE 


Announces He Will Vote for the 


New Franchise for the Home 


Telephone Company. 


President Fitzgerald of the City Council this morning expresf 


ed himself in favor of granting the Home Telephone Company * 
franchise to install a competing plant in this city. 


The reasons given for President Fitzgerald deciding to cast his 


vote in favor of the new franchise are that the general public de- 
mands the competing system and that the city itself will secure 
much additional revenue by the new telephone company corning 
here. 


Mr. Fitzgerald's reasons are given in detail in the signed inter- 


view which follows: 


"There seems to be no question but what the public wishes tha 


Home Telephone Company to have a franchise. The demand is 
practically unanimous and I deem it as my duty as a Councilman 
to respect the wishes of my constituents. 


"The reported offer of the Home Telephone Company to make 


a mtnimum bid of at least $20,OQO is one of the factors that I corn 
sidered in making up my mind to vote upon the franchise. Th« 
privilege asked of lay.'rig wires and installing a telephone system is 
a valuable one, and the new company's offer to make a bid of $20,^ 
000 is, in my opinion, no more than right. The reported offer o! 
the Home Company to construct one conduit for the use of the elec- 
tric wires belonging to the police telegraph and fire alarm system 
of the city is one which presents itself very fa-^orably to my con- 
sideration. If the city is not compelled to expend money in build- 
ing an expensive conduit, a large saving will be effected and the 
money resulting from this saving can be effectively spent in mun- 
icipal betterment and improvement. 


"Inasmuch as the new company will put up a bond of $100,00(1 ? 


to spend a sum apprgjpmating^o^e million dollars in this city withi* „? 
the next three years is an argument which would be difficult to 
meet. The promise that this large expenditure will be made has had 
much to do in determining my vote. 


"There is only one objection which presents itself to me in a 


reasonable way, that is, there will be some inconvenience and con- 
fusion resulting from the maintenance of a dual telephone system. 
This objection, however, is not of sufficient importance to stand in 
the way of the new company getting a franchise, especially in view, 
of the fact that the coming of the new telephone system will mean 
approximately a gift of $35,000 to the city and the expenditure of ^ 
one million of dollars.

• "There is one condition that I would like to see inserted in the 


franchise and that is that its term shall not be more than thirty- 
seven years. If the franchise was granted for this period it would 
expire at the same time the franchise of the Sunset Telephone Com- 
pany expires and if the city at that time was desirous of acquiring 
the telephone plants it could do so with a smaller amount of con- 
fusion. My desire for the limitation of the time the franchise shall ' 
run is not sufficiently strong to prevent me from voting for the new 
company in event the condition that I have just named is not ac- 
ceded to.

ELEVEN BODIES TAKEN FROM WRECK. 


Eleven bodies of those killed in the wreck were taken to Ferty- 


se\ enth street police station and laid out in a row on the floor of a 
back room and as fast as persons who could convince the police that 
they could make positive identifications reached the station house, 
the}' were admitted. As the news spread the crowd in front of the 
station house increased until there was danger of fatalities and ex- 
tra police "were ordered out from adjacent precincts to aid in clear- 
ing the street. 


Solomon Nugast was sitting at the front end of the car which 


jumped into the street when a sharp piece of board or metal severed 
his head from his body as though done with an axe. The head was 
found on the tracks several yards away.

CAUSES ARGUMENT 


The conclusion of the contest 


has caused no little amount 
of 


lAirgument and every one seems 
• 'to have a different 
version of 


the final ending and what punch 
'•i! 
was 
that finished the fight. 


Some say a left, others say a 
right, in fact it is really a matter 


of guess work as to what was the 
last punch struck. 


I am of the opinion that the 


chances of Britt winning, were 
shattered in the seventh 
round 


and that it was a left hand swing 
that landed in the-stomach with 
terrible force, staggering Britt 
almost the length of the ring_and 
sending him to his corner in a 
very bad way. Jimmy never re- 
covered from the'effects of that 
blow, and whenever Nelson land- 
ed even a light punch in the stom- 
ach Britt would weaken and the 
Dane, then having nothing 
to 


fear from Britt's punches, could 
stand and swing right and left 
punches on the head and body. 


DESPERATE BRITT 


Britt fought back in the most 


desperate 
fashion 
that I have 


ever seen a fighter do. He tried 
to hold his ground and exchange 
punches with his stronger oppon- 
ent when he was apparently all 
but out and time and again had 
Nelson rocking from side to side 
from the effect of his punches. 


Nelson claims that Britt

But this should not be 
taken for much, as the victor al- 
ways claims that his opponent 
never hurt him.

and in a bad way several times 
during the

.FIGHTING MARVEL 


That Nelson is the 
fighting, 


phenomena no one can deny. He 
went to his corner -after 
each 


round with a steady step and at 
no time 
really 
displayed any 


ligns.of fatigue. He sat erect in 
nis. corner and at the beginning 
of each round came up as strong 
as he was in the first round. 


As a fighter, Nelson is a mar- 


vel. He was rafter "-Britt 
from 


the very start and did not at any 
time go back 
or break ground. 


When he was hurt or dizzy he 
covered up and went 
right up 


close to Britt and fought harder 
than if he was not hurt. In fact, 
Nelson seems, to fight all the 
harder when he has been stung 
by a few good blows ,from his 
opponent. He used none of the 
rough tactics that fighters claim- 
ed he uses and it seemed to be 
his wish to fight as clean a fight 
as possible. When Britt. held on 
to him he simply 
pushed .his 


aims away and broke away in- 
stead of wrestling, as it-has been 
claimed he always does. 


. NO CHANCE PUNCH 
To Nelson belongs the credit 


of winning the greatest fight that 
has been held for years and there 
is no fluke or' chance punch 
story 
that 
can rob him of the 


glory. He is truly a 
fighter, and the .kindljs expression 
and way ' he tenderly helped 
to 


lift Britt after he had fallen from

wonderful exhaustion, made many friends. 


Nelson is a young man with a 


bright future in the ring and ac- 
cording to his father is entitled to 


it. In Bat's first important fight 
with Spider Welsh he sent his 
mother $300, which was almost 
half what he won.

$1,300 and since then has bought 
£6,000 worth of property and put 
i..all in his mother's name.

Whltaker was occasioned by the murder 
of Thomas W. Cook, which wa*i •com- 
mitted by three boys whose parents-are 
residents of the East Oakland community, 
and was given in the hope of -bringing 
parents of other boys to realize that -they 
will be held fesoonsible for the actions of 
their offspring- If the latter turn Into 
paths, of vice and crlce. 
After a orief recapitulation 
of 
the 
other addresses of the series Mr. Whit- 
aker'said last night: 
"The-boy is the great problem of the 
present day, and the sooner that parents 
'realize this the sooner will the State 
and nation be", able to solve me problem. 
The boy Is the problem of the home, as 
regards his environment and education, 
and he Is the problem of the Stateas 
regards affording-him a fair chance for 
proper employment. -By far the greatest 
•problem by which the State is confronted, 
however. Is the elimination of the joy 
criminal,; such criminals as those who 
committed the brutal crime which shock- 
ed and horrified, our community but little 
more than a month ago. 
"1 believe that a long step toward the 
solution of the problem has been taken 
by the State in the establishment of the 
Juvenile Court, but this is not all th.it la 
necessary, .and it remains for the church 
and the parents .of the boy, to complete 
the work thus begun. 
, "The :problem of" the .church ,.Is to In- 
terest the boy and; bring him to l*»d a 
Christian life, and ^ to .accomplish this. lour 
things are necessary. First, we mult go 
after the boy and bring him Into the 
church, and.then, we-must show -enough 
Interest In him ..to keep him*: Second, toe 
church must fiidapt its methods to the 
needs of the bps- for something to Inter- 
est him, and this can be done, I beiieve. 
by vitalising the morning- service* of the' 
and instlUin*; conM lit* Into to* 


Sunday-school. 
Third, we must rticor* 
hize the varieties or boy experience, and, 
last of all, and by far the most Important. 
the church must se>-k and secure the co- 
operation of the parents of the boy. Am 
In all forms of education, the religion 
education of the boy must begin at home. 
and through isdift>rence of the church 
this is too often neglected. 
And In closing I would say that w.« 
must develop boys that they may Drink 
their companions Into the church.

Boycotting Public Celebrations. 


The Musicians Union of San Francisco has made itself 
a 


nuisance on several occasions by its arrogance and disposition to 
raise issues of a trifling character apparently merely to display its 
power, but it never did a more impolitic thing than to walk out of 
the Native Son procession at Sacramento because a boy band was 
permitted to march with the Stockton Parlor. Some years ago 
the Musicians Union induced the Federated Trades to boycott a 
Fourth of July celebration because non-union bands were employ- 
ed, and at different times it has attempted to break up parades and 
spoil celebrations because unreasonable demands made at the last 
moment were not complied with. In the Sacramento case the issue 
was made after all the organizations were in line for the parade. 
There was no time to alter the musical program. The walking 
delegate of the Musicians Union delivered the ultimatum that the 
Native Sons must parade without music or pull the boys band out 
of line. 


Thank God they paraded without music. It would have been 


cowardice of the most pusillanimous sort to have acceded to a 
demand made so arbitrarily and .offensive!} and under such circum- 
stances as prevailed at Sacramento. 


Why was this issue raised at that particular time? It could 


accomplish no result beneficial to organized labor in general or 
the Musicians Union in particular. Had the boys band been forced 
out of line it would have been a barren victory for the union. The 
whole affair was inconsequential from the standpoint of labor 
economics, yet a walking delegate deliberately raised an issue that 
was sure to arouse bitter resentment and to provoke antagonism 
against unionism where it did not theretofore exist. 


Was he simply testing the thickness of his stick or trying to 


put somebody in "a hole?" An election is shortly to be held In 
San Francisco, and a number of oTicials and candidates for office 
were in line. The issue was raised by the San Francisco union, of 
which Mayor Schmitz is a member. The Mayor occupied a promi- 
nent place in the procession, and paraded notwithstanding the fact 
that his union walked out. He must therefore be acquitted of 
prompting the action of the walking delegate unless his policy is 
too deep to be fathomed by the ordinary observer. 


But the question is not one of individuals or of local politics, 


but is one that goes to the root of personal liberty. 
Holidays like 


the Fourth of July or the Ninth of September belong to the whole 
people irrespective of creed, condition, class or occupation. When 
any class attempts to dictate who shall or who shall not march in 
public processions in commemoration of the great events those 
days were set apart to popularly celebrate, the most sacred right 
of citizenship is assailed. 


It is stated that less than thirty per cent of the members of 


the San Francisco Musicians Union are citizens of the 
United 


States. Only a small percentage were born in this country. Thus 
we see an organization largely composed of aliens and non-citizens 
attempting to dictate as to who shall be permitted to march in a 
patriotic celebration. The assumption is intolerable and insulting 
to the last degree. Better parade till doom's day without music 
rather than submit to the arrogant 
dictation of unnaturalized 


foreigners. 


But do not thoughtful labor leaders see that such proceedings 


as were witnessed at Sacramento work an injury 
to organized 


labor? It should be plain to them that it is like smiting the public 
in the face. The Musicians Union is only a labor organization in 
name, yet it is doing more things to offend the public than any 
half dozen genuine labor organizations.

Only one side of the case was to be published. Nothing of a char 
acter to discourage the' scheme vfes to be permitted to appear in 
print. The Examiner thought differently, and in consequence has 
been roundly abused as an enemy of progress. 


However, the initial step has now been decided upon, but the 


future is yet to be developed; also the ultimate cost of the'Owens 
river project. How long is Los Angeles to wait for water from 
the new field? What is its ultimate cost? Nobody knows. I 
anybody ventures to speculate? he is abused. Why?' 


The question is suggestive, Public spirit, if sound and earnest, 


calls for the facts, not one-sided statements. The people who are 
called upon to vote the money and pay the burdens should b< 
apprized of what they are doing. Because the Examiner attempt- 
ed to give the facts to the public fairly it has been denounced as a 
public enemy. Yet in the long run the points raised by the Exam- 
iner will compel consideration. The people who are putting them 
aside today are only deferring judgment on a scheme that must 
ultimately be settled as other great public projects 
are to be 


settled—in accordance with business principles. 
The refusal to 


consider ways and means is criminal. That fact may be obscured 
for the present, but it will compel consideration at some future 
time.
